• The Men's and Women's Soccer teams were 
very successful with the Women making 
their first ever appearance in the Region XX 
Tournament; 

• Our Volleyball team became regular season 
co-champions and were runner-up in the 
Western Pennsylvania Collegiate Conference 
(WPCC) Conference Tournament; 

• The Women's Basketball team won the 
WPCC Conference Championship and 
made it to the semi-finals in the regional 
tournament. They also ranked in the top 
twenty in the country all season long; 

• Our Men's Basketball team won the region 
for the first time in 25 years; 

• The Women's Softball team won the WPCC 
Conference Championship and made it to 
the semi-finals in the region tournament; 

• Golf had their best season ever by winning 
the WPCC Conference and the Region XX 
Championships and making the trip to the 
National Tournament in Phoenix finishing 
12th in the country; 

• To finish off the year, the Baseball Team won 
the Region XX Championship, the Eastern 
District Championship, and made their first 
trip ever to Grand Junction, Colorado, for the 
NJCAA Division I College World Series. 

Our coaches had very successful seasons as 
well with the Men's Soccer, Men's Basketball, 
Golf, and Baseball coaches all winning the region 
“Coach of the Year” in their respective sports. In 
the conference, our Women's Basketball, Golf, 
and Softball coaches all won “Coach of the Year” 
honors.
